In the past yea r help was given in 
108 disasters. Ninety of these were in 
the United States, twelve in foreign 
possessions and six were in foreign 
countries. 
Health activities of the Red Cross 
also are being extended, especially 
in the rural communities where all 
health authorities agree the greatest

exists.

In its campaign against accidental 
deaths, begun twenty years ago with 
its life saving and first aid p r o g r a m s 
tho Red Cross now has adopted an ad­ 
ditional progra m —that of combating 
the huge toll of life from automobile 
accidents on the highways.
